disturbance came

George Ai Mead, Erie county Am- 
erican Legion commander. 


"We carne to listen quietly and 


to iisk questions we thought were 
necessary," he said. 
"The 
out- 


burst that broke up the meeting 
was deplorable." 


The meeting attracted 700 lis- 


teners, and by arrangement with 
Bund officials, representatives of 
Buffalo's war veterans were on 
bund to ask Kunzc questions fol- 
lowing his speech. 


A Bund spokesman, flanked by 
standard hearers holding an Am- 
erican flag and a swastlke em- 
blem, was interrupted as he pre- 
pared to Introduce Kunze.

contributory cause of death 
In 


elderly persons." 


Their conclusion, however, was 


that in 10 cases being In bed was 
the real cause. The fact that eld- 
erly persons are likely to die If 
they stay In bed too long—usually 
several months—Is an old medical 
story. 


The Philadelphia physicians In 
these 10 cases sought a more ex- 
act explanation. They found that 
long lying down, because it cur- 
tails a person's movements, re- 
sulted, in congestion of blood In 
the capillaries. 


That, in turn, decreased circu- 


lation In the large blood vessels. 
As a result, the blood failed to 
carry enough oxygen to the tis- 
sues and this caused permanent 
damage to the capillaries. After 
this, circulation of the blood be- 
gan to fail, and death was the 
result.

from 75 to 100 per cent of their 
susceptible crops endangered. 


Three species of 
grasshopper's 


will lead the attack, the long- 
winged migratory, the yellow and 
the jumbo, with 
the ^migratory 
species presenting the" greatest 
threat.

The 
pods' may contain as many as 75 
grasshopper eggs.

surveys in the Fall of 


1936 
enabled Reppert to predict 


accurately the 1937 Infestation In 
Texas and led to plans for con- 
trol measures which, it Is esti- 
mated, resulted In a saving of 
more -than 
$6,000,000. 
Hoppers 


caused damage estimated at $3,- 
000,000 last year in Texas areas 
where no control measures were 
taken. 


Hopper control measures hinge 


upon setting out poisoned bait,

LINCOLN DEFENDED 
FOR INTERFERENCE 
WITH WAR CONDUCT 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., Feb. 2.—-I7P) 
—General John MeCauley Palmer 
of Kansas City conceded today that 
Abraham 
Lincoln did 
Interfere 
with his civil war generals, but 
said thc only criticism should be 
that It didn't come soon enough. 
General Palmer, In an address 


prepared for thc annual meeting of 
the Abraham Lincoln association, 
said Lincoln was "a groat war 
statesman struggling against the 
toils of bad organization, bad mili- 
tary policy and bad professional 
advice." 


On Lincoln's 129th birthday an- 


niversary, Palmer challenged the 
theory of some historians that the 
civil war was prolonged because 
tho president was always "butt'ng 
In" and changing his generals. 


The speaker gave this answer: 
"If he (Lincoln) had followed his 


common sense hunch to Interfere 
a few months earlier, he would 
have shortened the war by at 
least a year. But * • * for some 
time he believed that his profes- 
sional military advisers knew some- 
thing about their profession." 


'General Palmer, writer and sol- 


dier who has served In Cuba, China, 
tho Philippines and France, contend- 
ed the regular army officers, with 
"a total paralysis of Intelligence," 
refused at the outbreak of the war 
to help train militia regiments. 


While General Lee kept up a 


series of Southern victories, Lin- 
coln finally used the trial and er- 
ror method of seeking capable 
conimandcrs until Grant was given 
the supreme command, Palmer said 
adding that Grant had had the 
opportunity to develop leadership 
in the Mississippi valley campaigns.

Mclntyre himself had hundreds,
